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Establising a hypothesis (H) that a biological 
sequence has certain characteristic, e.g., a 
sequence cluster has the orientation of 5-3' 
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Defining the prior probability that the hypothesis 
is true, \.e.,P(H) 
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Obtaining evidence about the characteristic of 
a biological sequence. The evidence may be 
erroneous 
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Estimating the likehood, which is the 

probability of the evidence 
assuming the hypothesis (H) is true. 
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Determining whether the hypothesis is true 
by calculating the probability of the 
hypothesis according to Bayes' Rule 
(P(H\E) = P(H)*P(E\H)/P(E)) 
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
